NEW YORK AWAITS THESE FLIERS 


R e p u b l i c a n Nominee in 
Stronger Position Than Those 


Chosen Only by District 
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Washington—Ruth Hanna McCor- 


mick's victory in the Illinois Repub- 
lican primary is the biggest single in- 
spiration that women 
have derved 


since suffrage was extended to them. 


The significance of her triumph is 


not merely that she won out In one 
of the most tangled political situations 
of the country and in a large state 
but that she won the nomination at 
large instead of a single district. 


The women who now are in con- 


gress represent particular districts. If 
Mrs. McCormick is elected in the au- 
tumn—and In Illinois the Republicans 
usually carry the state—she will have 
been elected 
by the voters of 
the 


whole state. It is as if she had run 
for the United States senate. Indeed 
it is considered one of the critical 
testa of whether a member of the 
lower house can try for the senate; 
namely what his showing* is as con- 
gressman-at-large. 


It is no secret that Mrs. McCormick 


could have gone to the United States 
senate as the appointee of Governor 
Small when Senator McKinley died 
but she felt it would give her no op- 
portunity, to be a candidate to suc- 
ceed herself, as Frank L. Smith was 
then the choice of the dominant Small 
machine. 


ADMIRED BY MEN 


Throughout her career in Illinois 


politics, Mrs. McCormick has shown 
a tact and capacity which haye won 
for her the admiration of men poli- 
ticians. In Washinston-'she is highly 
regarded by members of congress, ma- 
ny of whom have predicted that if 
she comes to the lower house she will 
make a remarkable record there. In- 
cidentally the house of representatives 
is getting used to women members 
and there is keen appreciation of the 
abilities of the present members, Mrs.

Ruth McCormick 
has been just as active as before in 
politics. 
She has been in demand as 


a speaker before men's as well as wo- 
men's organizations and is known as 
a "man-to-man" 
spea.ker in dealing 


with . public questions. 
She appeals 


to her audiences through her intellect 
and reasoning power rather than fem- 
enine charm, though her personality- 
is as well received by audiences of 
women as men. 


The difference between Ruth Mc- 


Cormick, however, and most of the 
women who have entered politics is 
that she 
has studied the 
political 


structure from the very bottom. As 
a daughter of the late Mark Hanna 
and as a constant co-worker with her 
husband, Senator McCormick, she has 
learned the ropes of practical politics 
and 
is as keen 
to avoid "political 


deals" and 
embarrassments as any 


astute male politician ever was. 
And 


she studies public questions with the 
same avidity as the public official re- 
sponsible to a constituency.

Chicago—(XP)—Friday, the 13th,

favorite date for Illinois 
executions, 


has; been _^eated of three z/yictjins 
thi-ough court stays and a gubernator- 
ial reprieve. 


Charles Birger, the southern Illin- 


ois gangster, was one of those -whose 
execution was 'to have taken place 
Friday but who lives because of last 
minute intervention by a circuit, judge 
at Benton. 
Dr. Amati Rongetti, be- 


lieved to have been the first man sen- 
tenced to death on a murder charge 
based on abortion, also was saved 
from execution 
Friday 
because of 


court action. 


Joseph Bella, who confessed slaying 


Mrs. Julia Flaherty of Danville, 111., 
the mother of seven children, was the 
third of tho trio of convicted Illinois 
murderers for whom Friday the 13th 
of April had been fixed for death. 
Every preparation for his electrocu- 
tion had been completed at the Ches- 
ter State penitentiary when a. reprieve 
until May 22 was issued by Governor 
Small. The reprieve was recommend- 
ed by the board of pardons and parols. 


BIRGER PLEADS INSANITY 


The stay for Birger, who was con- 


victed of having directed the slaying 
of Mayor Joe 
Adams of West City, 


111., although not actually participat- 
ing in it, was based on a plea that he 
has become insane since sentence was 
passed. 
A night session was held at 


Benton by Circuit Judge Miller in or- 
der to grant the stay of execution. 
Judge Miller set April 1C for hearing 
on the insanity petition. 


An insanity plea likewise was 
the 


basis of the. appeal in Bella's case. 
Although he 
pleaded 
guilty 
when 


brought to trial, the court ordered 
a 


jury trial, the jury recommending the 
supreme penalty. 


Dr. Rongetti, held in the Cook-eo

Passed Thursday by the senate by 


a vote of 53 to 23, as compared to the

bill last year. 


Should the president again return 


the measure to congress without his 
approval, administration

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ABILITY SOLVES THE PROBLEM 


Ambassador Morrow has already jus- 


tified his appointment as-the official rep- 
resentative of this government to the 
government of Mexico. 
He has ended a 


controversy that has existed between the 
two governments for some eleven years, 
one that seemed impossible to settle, 
often declared to be the "insoluble issue." 


It was on the 1st of May 1917 that 


Mexico adopted one of its numerous con- 
stitutions. This one contained a provision, 
the purpose of which was to take away 
from Americans their property in Mexico, 
property for which they had paid and to 
which they were entitled under the laws 
of any civilized nation. The subtle means 
employed was a constitutional declara- 
tion that, whereas the 
surface of the 


ground belonged to whomsoever might 
be the owner, everything under the 
ground, the sub-soil so-called, belonged to 
the government. The Americans interest- 
ed in various mining projects as well as 
oil wells, through the government of the 
United States, made protest. When Car- 
ranza was overthrown and Huerta be- 
came by the power of might, president, 
this government refused to recognize him 
without sufficient guarantee for the pro- 
tection of American rights. Through the 
rule ofv President Obregon and 
despite 


the efforts of Secretary of State Hughes 
the parties were unable to arrive at any 
adjustment of the conflicting claims, al- 
though at one time, seemingly, the Hard- 
ing administration made an agreement 
with Mexico that was thought to be sat- 
isfactory but that failed. Our govern- 
ment may or may not be interested in the 
purposes that actuate .another govern- 
ment such as Mexico but' it would be a 
spineless nation indeed that would per- 
mit another nation to invite an invest- 
ment from" its citizens, turn over property 
to them, receive their money and turn 
around the next day and strip them of 
what it had given them. 


Mexico has receded from its former po- 


sition. It has confirmed all legal titles as 
they existed before 1917. It has reserved 
to itself the title to minerals under lands 
where no attempt has been made to mine 
them. The result is illuminating of two 
things, the advantage that accrues to a 
nation that selects talent to represent it 
in difficult positions; and the advantage 
also that accrues to a nation that is not 
belligerent when its right or the rights of 
its citizens are violated but is intent upon 
pursuing a policy of patience, 
satisfied 


that its opinions will eventually be rec- 
ognized as just. 


The result of course is to improve the 


relations between the United States and 
Mexico and to inspire confidence 
here 


that the Mexican government is inclined 
to -neet controverted questions that arise 
in something approaching a fair manner. 


APPLIES GOLDEN RULE 


Down in Naylor, Ga., a bank 
was 


closed by order of the state banking de- 
partment. 
The 
circumstances of 
the 


bank's difficulties are not contained 
in 


the account. It is of little moment. What 
is of moment is that the president of the 
defunct bank, although not legally liable, 
because of a feeling of moral responsibil- 
ity, out of his private resources redeemed 
all outstanding shares of capital stock of 
the institution so that the shareholders 
would suffer no loss and deposited with 
the banking department sufficient, funds 
1o cover the accounts of all depositors. 


This literal application of the Golden 


Rule is worthy of notice and comment. 
Only too infrequently are the principles 
of this rule applied, and even less fre- 
quently docs the report of it come to our 
cars. Especially is this true in industry 
and finance. Not that industry and fi- 
nance is dishonest. Not at all. But it holds 
to the letter of the law; it holds itself 
absolved by the cold rule of legal liability. 


But the report from Georgia says that 


this bank president was not legally liable, 
yet, without pressure, and of his o\\ n ac- 
cord, he has personally met the obliga- 
tions of an institution of which he was a 


part. Whether or not he was in any de- 
gree responsible for the failure 
of 
the 


bank, and it is not reported that he was, 
it does not seeni fair that lie alone should 
assume the responsibility. And of course, 
"strictly speaking, it isn't. But there is a 
thrill in the thought that there are men 
employed in the pursuits of this material 
world who, even in the absence of legal 
liability, recognize a moral responsibility, 
even to the extent of sacrificing many 
thousands of their own personal fortunes. 


WORK FOR THE LEGION 


Speaking before the Monroe, Wiscpn- 


sin Post of the American Legion, -Rev. 
Joseph Lonergan, of Rockford, Illinois, 
advised the entry of the Legion into poli- 
tics "to save the nation from politicians." 
The speaker said the Legion had been 
standing idly by "while payrollers and 
graft concessions under the slogan of 
'America first' are marching to destroy 
decency and honesty in government." 


Despite our agreement with the neces- 


sity of doing something to put politics on 
a higher plane, the principal part of 
which would be to retire the sort of poli- 
ticians who hang around the public's 
neck like the Old Man of the Sea, the 
reverend gentleman is quite mistaken in 
his advice. 


The American Legion is a great organ- 


ization consisting of some millions of 
men tied together by bonds, next to blood 
relationship, the strongest on earth. But 
organizations as such, whether of 
the 


high order of the Legion or the low order 
of the Klan of any intermediate order,, 
have no proper place in our political life. 
By entering into politics they but destroy 
themselves. 


The theory of all good government, and 


the practice as well, is that all people par- 
ticipate in that government and use some 
degree of intelligence and at least an or- 
dinary amount of fairness in acting upon 
public questions. When the mass of the 
people fail to act intelligently it is they 
themselves who pay for the errors of 
their way. And on the other hand when 
they approach public questions in a fair 
and intelligent 
manner as they might 


settle a dispute between contesting neigh- 
bors they invariably get good 
govern- 


ment and its manifold blessings. 


"We can only defend ourselves from 
& 
' 
within the nation by being active1 in gov- 
ernment and that means being active in 
politics," said the speaker. 
To this all 


must "subscribe heartily but being active 
in politics is a question for each individ- 
ual to act upon and not a mass question 
to be acted upon by organizations. 


There is no royal road to success in 


government. 
There 
is no panacea for 


human ills. The keeping of good govern- 
ment is the result of constant toil, or, as 
Jefferson said concerning liberty, a mat- 
ter of "eternal vigilance." 
When thirty 


per cent of the people go to the polls and 
seventy per cent go fishing and of the 
thirty who go to the polls more than half 
are tickled to death/ at a campaign of 
abuse and misstatcment and vilification, 
we get men like Small for governor in 
Illinois and many others in the different 
states who afterwards grace our peniten- 
tiaries. 


.The Legion is probably the outstanding 


organization of America today because it 
resolutely refuses to enter politics as an 
organization. The moment it 
begins to 


take sides in purely political controver- 
sies it will begin to lose the great moral 
strength which now 
radiates 
from it. 


That the Legion might undertake the 
work of helping to push and drive people 
into participating in their government is 
quite another thing and well within 
its 


natural sphere.

another that a mistaken policy of supre&hing the 
truth about a small outbreak of communicabK- dis- 
ease has brought the blight of a real epidemic to the 
shortsighted community. A visitation of plague m 
California, typhoid fever in Montral. and smallpox 
m innumerable places, might be cited as instances. 


Dr. Richard Slee, a district health officer in New- 


York state, gives a very clear imM-ession of the 
way this foolish old policy works. The ol£fc*ta.sh- 
loncd health officer tolls the reporter, "m?not a. 
thing of interest; only one case ot communicable 
disease reported. Johnny Crown has diphtheria. It 
is our first case in nearly 
two years. 
Nothing 


alarming about it—it's not an epidemic, only one 
case. Please don't mention .it in your paper There 
is no use to worry the parents—it's only one case. 
We 11 keep it quiet and perhaps we won't have an- 
other. And we don't want it spread abroad that we 
have diphtheria in town. It's bad for business—it 
may keep the children away from the movies stores 
and gatherings. Parents are so panicky—don't say 
a word about it. Of course if we get a whole lot of 
cases, then you can publish it—as we might have 
to close the schools and movies. But no use alarm- 
ing everybody just yet. Can't imagine how this kid 
got diphtheria—first one in two years—haven't the 
faintest idea how he sot it." 


Then comes the UD to date health officer, con- 
fronting the same situation: 


Yes! Here's some real news. Little Sarah Smith 


has diphtheria, poor kid—never had T A (toxin 
antitoxin immunization). Our first case of diph- 
theria in nearly two years. Hope you will .see 
that it gets good front page display. You see it is 
pretty important, for it is the first reported case 
of a communicable disease, and that is of great im- 
portance to the community at large. 
It 
always 


means an undiscovered or unreported case of the- 
same disease, or a virulent "carrier" about, and 
this is the reason it is so serious or even at times 
alarming. Get this straight—we're not worried about 
:his reported case—we can treat it and by proper 
Isolation prevent it from doing- any harm. The thing- 
ive're worried -about is the undiscovered or unre- 
ported case or the "carrier." that constitutes a 
menace until discovered or removed. A very mild 
case may transmit a virulent form of the disease 
o another person . . . Now don't fail to give 
Jiis case as much publicity as possible. Parents 
vho care for 
their 
children will bless you for 


:he prompt warning. They will be on the watch and 
:ake 
proper precautions, and the wise parents •will 


lave their children protected i ith T. A."

dent as a means of reducing the dele- 
gate strength of the candidate they op- 
pose. 


Anyone who has heard Senator Sim- 


- eon make a speech knows that he is 


not exactly the best inspirational ora- 
tor the party could produce. And nei- 
ther is he anx ideal keynoter from the 
standpoint of prestige or popularity. 


True, he was boomed as a presiden- 


tial possibility the other day by zeal- 
ous Ohio colleagues, but this has been 
regarded generally as rather an orna- 
mental gesture. * * * 


The one thing which has brought 


great fame to the Hon. Simeon is the 
fact that of all those who have shouted 
for the renomination of the^Hon. Si- 
meon's close friend, Mr. Coolidge, he 
has shouted loudest, longest, oftenest, 
and most passionately. Again and 
again he has reiterated that Mr. Coo- 
lidge had not closed the door—that he 
•would never answer the party's call in 
its hour of need.

should recall the stirring days of '9S; 
to the Mexican campaigner the Texas 
SUP and to the 
World war veteran, 


Aisne-Marnc, 
St. 
Mihiel 
and tlie 


Meuse-Argonne. 


The coat of arms is an argent and 


azan shield on which is surmounts^ 
the shoulder sleeve insignia of the 
42nd division, the fourth quadrant or 
a rainbow of three bands, red, yellow 
and blue, surmounted by the shoulder 
sleeve insignia of the 32nd division, a 
led arrow having shot through a line. 


On the chief of the shield, the up- 


per one third, there is imnosed three 
circles symbolizing three 
fountains. 


For the Wisconsin 
National Guard 


regiments of the 127th infantry, the 
crest of the shield shows a badger in 
a couchant position. The motto of the 
127th infantry is "Les Terribles." 


The blue on the shield is for infan- 


try companies, the silver indicating 
that the 12Sth infantry is numerically 
senior to the 
64th infantry 
brigade. 


The 127th infantry was federally rec- 
ognized July 14. 1920 and the 128th 
infantry, April 16, 1921. 


•~ Tradition has it that the name Wis- 
consin means "wild rushing waters," 
and for that reason ^the three foun- 
tains, heraldic symbols of water, are 
used to symbolize the three Wisconsin 
regiments, the first, second and third 
National Guard regiments which were 
combined to make 4>p the 127th infan- 
try. 
They also signify that the units 


were called into federal service three 
times, for the Spanish-American war, 
Mexican border 
service and in the 


World -war. 


When the shield is worn by officers 


on their service uniform, it is worn on 
the upper portion 
of the 
shoulder 


loops of the coat or on the front of 
the service hat midway between band 


and crease. It also may be worn on 
the upper portion of the shoulder loop 
of the olive drab blouse: on the white 
jacket, the same 
as on the

coat, and on the mess jacket on both 
lapels above line of miniature medals. 


Enlisted me'n wear the insignia on

who administer the revenues derived 
from the sale of state lands, have 
more than 
a million dollars 
from 


which they would like to make loans 
to school districts, towns, counties, 
villages and cities. 
The land com- 


mission 
has 
approximately 
eleven 


million dollars out on loans now, and 
the exact amount for which it would 
like to find borrowers just now is 
$1,318,884.51. 


The law permits it to make loans 


at 4 percent interest to 
school dis- 


tricts for purchasing- building: 
sites 


and erecting new buildings. Its loans 
may be repaid within 15 years in 
annual in stallments. Cities, 
towns. 


counties and villages may borrow at 


per cent, repaying within 20 years 


by annual installments. 
The limit 


which a school district may borrow is 
$50,000, and the loan may not exceed 
5 per cent of the assessed valuation 
baaed on an average for 3 years. 


Funds which the commissioners of 


public lands administer have been in- 
creasing about one-half 
million dol- 


lars a year, and applications for loans 
within the pa-t month have not been 
so great as they usually are, ccording 
to A. D. Campbell, chief clerk of the 
commission.

The rods are made from bamboo and 


cane while bits of silk and linen 
thread, fur and feathers are used for 
the flies. For making a very good roc 
Mr. Graef selects flne Calcutta cane 
This cane comes in sections about lour 
feet long. On each section are num 
erous nodes which form the joints of 
the cane. His first step in making a 
rod is planing down these rodes so 
that they' are in line as much as pos 
sible with the rest of the rod. 
After 


being thoroughly dried the cane is 
split lengthways into a number of 
sections. He then places a section in 
what he terms a "shooting box." Then 
with a plane he turns the cane into 
nearly a perfect triangle. 


The cane is hollow and on the out 


side is a hard shell beneath which Is 
the pulp. Most of the pulp is removed 
without spoiling the triangle, because 
if left would weaken the rod. Much 
care must be exercised in planing the 
hard, outer shell so that it will not 
split and break off. Six of these trian- 
gular sections are taken and slued to- 
gether to form 
a hexagon. 
Strong 


thread is then wound around to hold 
it in shape. By holding It over a fire 
the can can be straightened In much 
the same manner as steel. It la then 
allowed to cool and dry after which it 
is given several coats of varnish. Fol 
lowing a rubbing down of the varnish 
to destroy its gloss the section is cut 
to the required length, generally three 
feet Three 
sections are used for a 


complete rod. Ferrules and guides are 
added and a cork handle is placed on 
the end. The rods weigh from two and 
a half to four and nve ounces, depend 
ing of course on the size. 
Often It 
takes Mr. Graef a month of his spare 
time to complete one rod. 


If he tires of making: rods he turns 


his attention to flies. He can make 
these in about fifteen minutes from a 
small hook, silk thread and fur or 
feathers.
